Still, so wiJaly is it dis- 


tributed throughout the ea: th in its 
different forms and witli its many 
f-ompanion ores, it may be claimed 10 
be not only the most Important, but 
also most universal of metals known 
to man. It certainly is the most use- 
ful. 


"Everybody is familiar with the 


u?es of iron in its hard form, but 
only a few beside those who work in 
it have an adequate idea of how it 
is manufactured. 


"To get the iron out of the ores in 


which it is found it is smelted, or 
reduced, by teat. Sometimes the ore 
is roasted before-the actual smelting 
process begins. 
Blast furnaces are 


employed in separating iron from ore. 
A blast furnace looks like a big, fat 
smokestack. But it Is built different- 
ly inside, as the Interior widens for 
about two-thirds of the way down- 
ward 
and then 
pinches together 


again. 
The ore mixed with broken 


coal and limestone is dumped in near 
the top and a blast of air heated to 
600 degree Farenheit and upwards, is 


played into the furnace. At the bot- 
tom is a tap-hole, from which 'he 
molted iron is drawn and allowed to 
run into rows of parallel moulfis. 
called pigs, which 
are 
formed in 


sand. 
The iron so formed is called 


'pig-iron.' That lalt in the runway

The crude iron so obtained is 
called cast iron.

use-d in fine castings. 
No. 6 is us- 


ually called white iron, and is jiot in 
luuch demand. It is principally used 
for rash Weights and other objects 
wherein weight and durability count 
rrost. 


"3I?lleable ircn is iron that may 


be twisted ai)d bent without break- 
ing. It Is made by a process of re- 
fining an*', puddling, or by boiling. 
Horse tlicrs, rins, nails, wire, stove- 
pipe, dishpans and almost all objects 
eoiL'ing under the general term 'hard- 
ware' are made of it. 
Stoves, foun- 


tains snd most ornamental objects 
are of cast iron. In short, malleable 
lion may be said to be the kind that 
'gives,' and cast iron, the kind that 
'breaks.' 


"Steel is malleable iron that has 


had the ca-.-con taken out of it and 
then restored to a lesser degree. 
In 


its first stage it is sometimes called 
blistered steel, for it is full of cavi- 
ties. 
Blistered steel is ma;le Into 


other forms, one of which is called 
shear steel. By a succession of heat- 
ings and poundings the meta'. mass 
Is made more compact. Cast steel Is 
made by melting the blister steel in 
clay cruiclbles and running It off In- 
to what are known ns ingoti.

In the great cities 
peopled by hundreds of thousands,

These men stood for the greatness 


of the nation. They all were heroes 
who had offered their lives on the al- 
tar, and the uniform was the symbol 
of their greatness. 
But year after 


year their numbers have become less 
and less. And herein lies the tragedy 
of it.

diers, who

Looking upon the small number of 
these men to whom the day is dearer 
than any 'other, there come instinc- 
tively a misting of the eyes and a ful- 
ness at the throat when one realizes 
that they too will soon be gone to 
join that great shadowy army that, 
awaiting them in the eternal bivouac 
gazes down on them as they move in 
pathetic procession.

these grizzled men fails to

the memorial call.

mustered out at last, and each May 
30th, 
when fields of bayonets flash-

thenticated presentiment the man thus 
forewarned has gone into the fight as 
bravely as ever and has done his full 
duty until the fatal bullet came. Men 
who have gone unscathed through 
scores of engagements have felt the 
sudden premonition on the evs of a 
battle and made ready for death, nev- 
er doubting that the day was to be their 
last on earth. Comrades to whom these 
premonitions are acknowledged some- 
times try to convince the man so warn- 
ed that he is mistaken, but in their 
hearts they believe that the warning 
means death in battle for the soldier 
concerned. This is one of the unsolv- 
able mysteries of war. 


One of the most remarkable in- 


stances of pi'epentiment is recorded 
in a new book by General Newtor 
M. Curtis, the hero of Fort Fisher. 
General Curtis tells the story of the 
Sixteenth Xew York volunteer infan- 
try regiment. "From 
Bull Run to 


Chancellorsville." 
The resriment bad 


landod at the bond of York river, in 
Virginia, early in May, 1?02. 
After 


marching a short distance the soldiers 
stacked arms, prepared and ate sur>- 
ppr and then lounged about on the 
ground in conversation. Suddenly Pri- 
vate Edwin R. Bishop of Company F 
arose and vaid: 


"Boys, if I should fall in the next 


battle-. .11 I now believe 1 shall. I wish 
you would bury me under this tree, 
whore I indicate by these lines." 


Bishop picked up a spade and awk- 


wardly marked the outlines of a grave. 
Corporal Georse J. Love of the same 
company immediately took the spade 
and drew on the ground a neat paral- 
lelogram, saying solemnly: 


"I would like you to dig my crnvp 


beside Bishop's, but please dig it with 
more regularity than his crooked line5; 
indicate. I am the son of a sexton and 
have helped to dig many:" 


I.ove clroppcni the spade and sat 


down, whereupon Private Peter G. 
Ploof, a boy of twenty, picked up the 
spade, sayinir: 


"If I fall, dig my grave here beside 


Love's, and clo it as we dis grave5: at 
home. Please follow the lines I make 
for you.'' 


The younsr soldier drew on the uround 


nn outline o'f the colTin in uso at that 
time, widening at the shoulders and 
tapering to the helhl and feet 
He then 


sat down, the soldier*; resumed their 
talk, and nothing more was said Of the 
incident during the evening. 


Before dii.vliiiht next morning Com- 


pany F and (V.irpaiiy G were attacked 
by Geuerai J B. Hood's Confederate 
brigade, an overwhelming force.

Company F just three men were killed 


— Corporal Lore and Privates Bishop 
I ud Ploof. After the battle their corn- 
fades buried them under the tree, dig- 
ging the grave of each in the place 
which he bad indicated the night be- 
fore. In describing the fight years later 
General Hood said that while riding in 
advance of his column he was sudden- 
ly confronted by Union men who -were 
almost close enough to shake hands 
with him. He dismounted, stepped 
back to his men and ordered them to 
fall into line of battle and load, the 
men being under imperative orders to 
march with unloaded guns. The Union 
soldiers immediately opened fire. Says 
General Hood: "Meanwhile a corporal 
of the enemy drew clown his musket 
upon me as I stoqd in front of my line. 
John Deel, a private in Company A, 
Fourth Texas, now residing in Gon- 
zales, Tex., had fortunately in this in- 
stance, but contrary to orders, charged 
his rifle before leaving camp. He in- 
stantly killed the corporal, who fell 
within a few feet of me."

The favorable 
comment has been so general and the 
sentiment so far reaching that

Advocate publishes the address in full 
below: 


Having so recently joined the ranks 


of Ohio school men, the invitation to 
get into action at this meeting came 
to me in the nature of a surprise. 
Someone has said that every act is 
prompted by a motive. 
What deep 


motive may have prompted your com- 
mittee to put me on the program I 
am unable to discover, but as I am 
from the East, and as the Eastern 
man is said to consider 
himself it,' 


I am inclined to think it was done 
in the spirit of a small boy who went 
into the house and told his mother 
that he had set the old brindle hen on 
two dozen eggs. "Why, my boy," 
said the mother, "she can't hatch all 
of those eggs." "I know that, ma," 
but I wanted to see the durned old 
thing spread herself." 
However, 
I 


was not always a provincial 
eastern 


chief of still more provincial men, 
for I was born in the good old Buck- 
eye state, up here in the northeast 
corner in that county made famous 
as the home of Giddings, Wade, and 
C. A. Bliss. And I want to say that 
if those people who think that . the 
culture, brains, and business ability 
of the country are exclusive products 
of the east could meet in person the 
hustling, 
energetic, aggressive, but 


withal courteous and honest business 
college men of Ohio their ideas would 
surely undergo a radical cnange. 


Hand-in-hand with success in any 


line Of business, - unavoidable and in- 
evitable, goes responsibility. A man 
embarks in the mercantile business. 
He fills his store with goods; he an- 
nounces to the people that he has 
such and such articles for sale, and 
solicits their patronage. As a conse- 
quence he becomes responsible to ev- 
ery man, woman and child who makes 
a purchase of him. 
He must make 


good his claim for his wares, if he 
would build up a reputable business 
in the community. Another man es- 
tablishes a manufacturing plant. He 
advertises far and wide and places up- 
on the market a certain 
line of 


goods. He then becomes responsible 
to everyone who may purchase 
his 


goods, and if he palms off an inferior 
article veneered over to look like the 
real thing, time will surely uncover 
his duplicity and put him out of busi- 
ness. Still another man starts a 
business college. He proclaims to the 
people what good things in the way of 
business education he has to sell. At 
that moment he assumes a responsi- 
bility to that community, and he 
must give a dollar's worth for every 
dollar received or the school 
can 


never rise above mediocrity, and will 
just as surely dwindle and die as 
night succeeds the day. I have been 
referring thus far simply to commer- 
cial responsibility, and every business 
man, whether honest 
or 
dishonest, 


recognizes the fact that ruin is inevi- 
table, if he cannot induce people to 
believe in his business responsibility. 


But there is a far deeper and more 


sacred meaning to responsibility than 
that which merely 
insures business 


success. It the merchant before men- 
tioned should merely sell to his cus- 
tomers a cheap grade of goods for a 
high price, in the end he alone will 
sustain the principal loss. ±5ut if he 
knowingly and by 
misrepresentation 


sells you goods made under unhygien- 
ic conditions and infested with dis- 
ease, thus endangering the health and 
life of yourself and family, he vio- 
lates his moral responsibility, and de- 
serves the most severe condemnation 
and punishment. If our manufac- 
turer sells shoddy for woolen goods 
he is not true to his business respon- 
sibility, and diminishing sales will 
soon follow. But if he puts upon the' 
market a food 
product adulterated

distinguished gallantly in actual bat- 
tle, but not always. The American 
medal of honor can be earned in no 
other way. 


In this country, as a rule, we do not 


make much ado over the medal of hon- 
or. When the Victoria Cross is con- 
ferred, there is much glitter and gold 
lace, ceremony and &o forth. Now and 
then the president of the United States 
personally pins the medal upon the 
breast of a liero, but more often the 
coerisbed little bronze badge is sent 
through the mails, and the recipient 
gets a ten. line notice m his local news- 
paper. Nevertheless, this is the very 
highest honor that can be bestowed by 
the government of the "United States 
upon one of its defenders by land or 
sea. 


In the conferring of this medal there 


is no distinction of rank. The hum- 
blest private soldier and the epauleted 
major general may receive medals 
struck from the same die. Thus In the 
aristocracy of military courage all men 
are equal. It is an aristocracy, for the 
medal of honor "set'' is very exclusive. 
Approximately 2,500.000 men fought 
for the United States during the civil 
war, and less than 2,000 of them re- 
ceived the medal of honor. Congress 
voted nearly half of this number to 
the members ofj an entire regiment at 
one sitting. Rfght on the eve of Get- 
tysburg, that pivotal battle of the war, 
the term of .service, of the Twenty-sev- 
enth Maine volunteer infantry expired. 
To a man the brave fellows volunteer- 
ed to stay in the army and go into that 
fight 
• Every survivor received the 


medal. Less than twenty medals have 
been conferred upon soldiers and sail- 
ors who fought in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war and perhaps not so many up- 
on heroes of the Philippine service. 


Many a medal of honor man has 


held this official tribute to his bravery 
for years and years, all unknown to 
his townspeople. Some of our heroes 
are too modest to wear their medals 
even when they march with their army 
post on Memorial day. But until three 
years ago the wearing of the medal 
of honor would not have disclosed to 
the general public the fact that the 
veteran possessed it, for unfortunately 
the original form of the medal was so 
nearly like that of the Grand Army 
badge that only by the closest inspec- 
tion could the two be distinguished. 
General John A. Ijogan, founder of the 
G. A. R., recommended for the em- | 
blem of that body a design which, j 
though at the timp he was unaware of 
It, was almost a duplicate of the med- 
al of honor. Tins design was adopted

If we acknowledge that tnis respon- 


sibility rests upon us, the question 
then becomes to us one of the proper 
discharge of this obligation. Briefly 
I will touch upon a few ways we may 
keep the .faith with the students.. We 
should establish a code of rules and 
regulations 
regarding 
attendance, 


punctuality, adherence to duty during 
the sessions, etc., that will tend to 
restrain frivolity and inculcate 
the 


business instinct. Then there should 
be a system of reports to parents and 
guardians that will still further aid 
in keeping a restraining hand upon the 
student, for experience has taught me 
that no matter how capable and am- 
bitious a student may be, or how sin- 
cere his intention to do the right 
thing, he will in practice do only 
about what he is required and com- 
pelled to do in the way of 
faithful 


duty to lessons.- The arrangement, o: 
the courses should also receive care 
ful attention, and in this arrangement 
the dominant purpose should be to 
present the subjects in a business-like 
practical manner, and from the be- 
ginning to the end of the course the 
students should be taught and re- 
quired to do those things they will be 
required to do in the business office, 
and to that end, so far as 
possible, 


teachers of business should be those 
•who have had actual experience in 
the business 
office. 
The 
teaching 


should not be too jauch from text. 
The teacher should talk to his pupils 
often along business lines; he should 
impress upon them what will be ex- 
pected of them in the office, and re- 
quire them to dp their school work in 
a business way. They should be made 
to understand that business men have 
no patience with dawdling assistants 
and time wasting in the school room 
should not be allowed. Business ac- 
tivity should prevail. The matter of
